Manager Diehl also is engaged in 


disposing of the lumber.in Cards' at 
Bismarck, Fargo and 'Mandan. A 
great quantity ot material is on hand 
ID these yards, much of it being piled 
out'of doors. Theft has reduced the 
amount of "material somewhat. Rental 
charges for storage are "eating up" 
the value of the lumber, Mr. Diehl 
said.

Homes Built Before Sold

explanation for building a number bf 
houses before buyers had been ob- 
tained was, according to one letter, 
that the Homebuilde-rs Association de- 
sired to get the program Under way.
